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SUCCESSFUL JELLY MAKING. 

In making jelly the rule ta the same na 
of old—allow one pound sugar to erery 
pint of juice. But the method of boiling 
is quite different, and is a decided im- 
provement on the old atyle of things. It 
1s a good plan to wash the fruit, such as 
qooseberries, applea or currants, for there 
i@ often a great deal of dust on them. 
Put the fruit snto the preserving pan 
with, in certain cases, just enough water 
to prevent it from burning. Set it on 
the fire, and let it hoil till the juice runs 
freely from the broken fruit. 

When the juice is ready, strain the 
contents of the pan through 9 RR bag. 
When the dripping has ceased measure 
the juice carefully, and put tt into a 
clean jelly pan. Weigh the sugar tm pro- 
portion, but do not add st to the juice. 
Set it on a flat dish, and put tt tm the 
oven to get thoroughiy hot. Set the pan 
on the Ares and boil steadily for twenty 
minutes. . id boiling 14 the secret of 
successful ale making. 

At the end of that time pour m the 


heated sugar, «tir lightly, and bos 
exactly three minutes longer, and the 
jelly ta ready for the pota. As soon as 


is filled into the pots, wipe

/ while hot with 


them clean and cover 
gummed paper. 
RASPBERRY JELLY. 

Put the ratpherries into a stoneware jar 
and cover them with a lid or plate. Put 
in the oven to draw. When they are 
thoroughly hot strain through a jelly bag, 
f'o every pint of juice allow one pound 
castor sugar. |Put the sugar in the oren 
to get quite hot through and through 
Put the guice into the preserving pan and 
bring it almoat to the boil, but do not 
let at boil. Take the pan on to the 
table, and stir in the Aot suaqar till it + 
dissolved. Then put in pota that hare 
also been heated. When cold st will be 
a lovely jelly of delicious flavour, and 
will keep any length of time. The 
flavour of the fruit ia well preserved. 

Red currant jelly can be made in the 
game way. 

GOOSEBERRY JELLY. 

Gooseberry jelly is usually mede with 


the red or green gooseberry, but, tf 
desired, any kind may be used. An im- 
provement and variety im the flarour 


may also be imparted to it by the addt- 
tion of the juice of red currants or rasps. 

In making gooseberry jelly some housr- 
keepers add a cupful of water to each 
pound of fruit when the berries are first 
put in the pan. This sa done, of course, 
at the expense of the richness and flavour 
of the jelly, but it fille more pots. A 
little water should be added to the pan 
to prevent the berries from burning. 

APPLE AND RHUBARB JELLY. 

Take seven pounds apples and three 
pounds rhubarb. Wipe, cut up, and boi 
to pulp. Strain through a flannel bag. 
Allow one pound sugar for every one 
pound of juice, and howl three-quarters 
of an hour, or until it firma. The 
rhubarb gives the jelly a nice red tinge 
and a slightly acid taste.

PRIESTS AND UNITY OF 
LABOUR. 


The following letter, signed by the Rev. 
J. J. Dempsey, P.P., and the Rev. M. A. 
O'Shea, Chairman and Secretary respectively 
of the Priests’ Social Guild, Dublin, was 
sent to the President of the Labour Congress, 
which sat recently in Cork. It was not read, 
and no reference was made to it at the Con- 
gress :— 

“ The Priests’ Social Guild (Dublin) beg to 
submit for your consideration their views on 
the present discontents in the Irish Labour 
world, especially such as concern those in 
Dublin, for whose welfare your Congress is 
about to deliberate. While, on the one hand, 
recognising the rights of the employers and 
of the community at large, on the other hand 
we are in com lete sympathy with the pro- 
fessed object of trade unionism—that is, the 
bettering of the material conditions of the 
workers by organisation. We congratulate 
you on the great improvements you have so 
far effected. It is one of the first objects of 
the Priests’ Social Guild to lend you all the 
support we can to secure for those whom you 
represent that degree of material well-being 
that is necessary here, as elsewhere, if the 
workers are to enjoy that condition of frugal 
comfort declared by Leo XIII. to be the 
minimum requisite for the observance of 
God's law. Therefore, we cannot but regard, 
with grave concern, dissensions and disputes 
that are, in our opinion, bound to re-act 
disastrously on the effectiveness of trade 
unionism in Ireland. 

“We earnestly ask you to consider how far 
these elements of disruption are due to per- 
scnal antipathies between men who profess to 
have a common aim—antipathies that are a 
cause of bewilderment and disappointment to 
those who look to their leaders for prudent 
guidance in the difficult and anxious times 
in which we live. The result, the inevitable 
result, of these differences has been an in- 
crease in the number of men and women 
thrown out of employment; the holding up, 
in one instance, at least, of the erection of 
houses that are urgently required here in 
Dublin, and the postponement for numerous 
families of the hope of relief from conditions 
ot discomfort and demoralisation. If, as we 
think, the rank and file of those whom you 
represent have no quarrel amongst themselves, 
they should not be drawn into this dispute. 
They should not be mobilised against one 
ón As for a fight that spells disaster for 
them, whatever the result may be for their 
leaders. 

“We, therefore, beg to submit for your 
careful consideration that your Congress 
should resolve to call on the gentlemen who 
form the contending Executives to retire from 
their official positions and allow the mem- 
bers of their unions to come together to elect 
a new Executive that will work in harmony 
for them, with, we hope, the happiest re- 
sults to their common welfare and the peace 
and content of the community at large.’

Siz,—1 do not know how it is that, to use 
John Bright's expression, the Angel of Death 
always seems to be hovering over this country. 
Why cannot this matter be settled in a states- 
manlike way! Why cannot we get a man like 
Lord Durham, who settled the Canadian 
troubles last ae in @ manner satisfactory 
to both parties? My idea of a statesmaniike 
solution of the difficulty would be to extend 
the jurisdiction of the Northern Parliament so 
as to include the counties of Cavan, Monaghan 
and Donegal, and to form a Dominion Parlia- 
ment consisting of both the Parliaments of 
North and South, si to deal 
with matters affecting The ex- 
tension of the area of the Northern Parilia- 
ment would mean that the representatives of 
the Catholics would form a strong and sub- 
stantial Opposition in the Northern Parlia 
ment, with every prospect of getting into 
office now and again, as happens in every 
well-governed country. It would mean the 
ending of the age-long hostility in the North 
between Catholic and Protestant. 
Under the present Six County 
Carsonites will be in office for all. time to 
come. This is good neither. for themselves 
uor for the minority. There will be constant 
agitation, and the country will never have a 
chance of pro ing. In my humble opinion. 
the Southern Irish did not treat the Northern 
Catholics at all well. They stayed away 
from the British Parliament in 1920 and 
ailowed the Government of lreland Act to be 
passed without opposition. This Act in 
effect places the Northern Catholics completely 
under the heel of their hereditary political and 
religious enemies. Northern Catholics are 
like what the Uitlanders were under the Boer 
Republic. The Southern Irish are the cause 
of our present political position, and it is their 
duty to relieve us. ey can do this now 
by consenting to the extension of the jurisdic- 
tion Nea No.thern Parliament in the way I 
suggest.

TRISH RAILWAYS. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sir,—Now, when our whole railway system 


cast-iron moulds, is the time to improve its 
formation and its value to the State. Drastic 
changes could be made all over the country 
which would give better results, and would 
reduce the cost by half of the present absurd 
outlay, which gives no return. In every de- 
partment the system should be overhauled. We 
are fifty years behind-hand. Take the Dublin 
tramways as a model—one class, one ticket, 
one fare for equal mileage at all hours; small 
trains and frequent, small engines and high 
speeds, quick stops and starting, many 
stations for s at short intervals and made 
cheaply, with simple signals. 

Take the present rates for goods. A wagon 
tocarry six tons of potatoes weighs six tons, 
and the cost of carriage, 12 tons, comes to the 
value you get for the potatoes when you cart 
them to and from the station, The motor will 
beat the rail. Passenger tickets are equally 
absurd. There are different rates for every 
day and hour, Sunday is a cheap day because 
there are no trains. Monday and Tuesday are 
dear; Wednesday and Thursday and Saturday 
are cheap, and very cheap. ere are excur- 
sions at all rates if you go sixty miles away ; 
if only fifteen miles, you must pay up. 

The time-tables of the trains are always 
changing for the gs oí fooling nn a 
You go íor a month or two to meet a certain 
train. Then the engine-driver waves his 
hand to you on the road and passes. The train 
is ten minutes “‘acclerated,”’ they call it, 
and your day is lost and you drive back five 
or six miles. In fact, the train service is now 
so bad that motor service is taking all the 
traffic in Dublin, Belfast and all over the 
country. This means a terrible loss to the 
shareholders and to the ratepayers in the 
upkeep of the roads.—Yours, etc..

THE BOOT TAX. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sir,—Some of your readers may be unaware, 
as I was, that Customs duty is payable on 
art-worn boots and shoes coming into the 
stat by parcels post. My son recently 
arrived from England, and, finding that he 
had no room in his trunk for a pair of boots, 
he told his servant to send them to him by 
- When they arrived he had to pay 
. 2d. duty on them, although they were 
well worn. I made him open the parcel in 
the presence of our local post-mistress, to 
show that they were worn, and I wrote to the 
Secretary of the Genera] Post Office, asking if 
duty was payable and pointing out that, if the 
boots had come with my son in his trunk or 
on his feet, no duty would have been payable. 
The General Post Office forwarded my letter 
to the Customs Office, from which I received 
a reply stating that ‘‘ boots, shoes, etc., 
whether new or already used, are liable to 
duty.” Further it said: ‘Duty is not 
chargeable on reasonable supplies of any 
worn boots, shoes, etc., brought in by passen- 
gers, in whose use or possession they have 
been.” I have since heard of a similar case 
where duty was charged on worn shoes

RATEPAYERS’ CHARGES.

Mr, Nicholas O'Dwyer, Chief Engineering 
Inspector of the Local Government Depart- 
ment, ned a sworn inquiry yesterday into 
the Be mb of their duties by the Cork 


oe 

The City Law Agent (Mr. Balvin, solicitor) 
said that the Corporation’s attitude wag that 
if they could reasonably believe that that 
would be an impartial, bona fide ‘inquiry, 
nobody would welcome it more than they 
would. They believed that the record of their 
work, and the manner in which it was 
carried out compared very favourably with 
that of any Corporation that had managed 
the affairs of Cork since the 12th century. 
But could the Corporation reasonably take 
the view that that was to be a fair and 
impartial inquiry ? 


VERDICT BEFORE TRIAL. 


Individuals in Cork had openly boasted for 
twelve months that they would get the Cor- 
poration put out of office, and, latterly, that 
they had succeeded in doing so; that promises 
had been given by the Government, or a 
highly-placed individual ‘in the Government, 
that the Corporation was to go out of office. 
In those circumstances, what view could the 
Corporation take but that that was not a 
trial—that the trial was over, and that the 
verdict had been given that they were to be 
disbanded. That being so, they were invited 
to the solemn farce of taking evidence on be- 
half of the Corporation. He protested in the 
strongest manner possible against what they 
regarded as the tyrannous action of the 
Government in deciding in advance to do 
away with the Corporation of Cork. 

Nothing was further from his intention than 
to make any statement of a political flavour. 
The Corporation was composed of different 
parties and none felt more keenly the action 
of the Government than the supporters of the 
Government in the Corporation. They were 
shamed and humiliated that the Progressive 
tail was able to wag the Government to the 
extent that that inquiry should: be called. 
The Government had decided to abolish the 
Corporation, because a disgruntled member of 
the Corporation saw fit to crack the whip. 

The officials of the Corporation would be 
at the Inspector’s disposal, and the records 
would be before him. They would show that 
the Corporation did its work fairly and 
honestly. If action followed, then the people 
of Cork could judge. 


THE CHARGES. 


Mr. Donegan, solicitor, outlined the 
case which the Progressive Associa- 
tion proposed to make against the 
Corporation. His clients were the leading 
merchants and ratepayers 
seriously concerned with the maladministra- 
tion of the affairs of the city. The recent re- 
port of the Local Government Auditor showed 
that every department under the Corpora- 
tion’s control appeared to be worked on the 
most recklessly extravagant lines. Members 
of the Progressive Association would come 
forward to give evidence as public spirited 
citizens to put an end, if possible, to the ex- 
travagant administration oF gs affairs. 

The Corporation was run on lines on which 
no business on earth could prosper. The rates 
in 1913 were lls. in the £. They were 
24s. Sid: in 1923. Owing to the action of 
the Vice-Guardians and Commissioners at the 
Cork Union, who made a saving to the extent 
of 4s. in the £, the rates now were 20s. 10d. 
If that saving had not been effected they 
would have been 24s. 10d. 

Mr. Donegan then referred to what he 
called the disgraceful state of roads and 
streets, the neglect of the wood-paving which 
was laid down some years ago at considerable 
expense, and which, in consequence of the 
neglect, would soon fequire renewal, and to 
the demolition of the walls of the City Hall 
and Carnegie Library after those buildings 
had been burned by '“ Black and Tans.”’ He 
submitted that those buildings conid be re- 
constructed without any great expense, but 
instead of that the Corporation razed them to 
the ground, and he was instructed that in the 
process a large portion of magnificent lime 
stone was broken up. 

His clients complained of being mulcted in 
excessive rates without getting anything like 
an no we return. 

The Town Clerk then gave formal evidence 
as to the number of Corporation Committees, 
their duties, etc., and the inquiry wag ad- 
journed until next Tuesday.

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POPE PAUL IV. 


In congratu the author of this fine 
volume, we wish to tulate the 
translator, Father R. F. Kerr, on the 
ease and the accuracy with which he has 
done his work: In his fourteenth volume 
Freiherr von Pastor covers the Pontificates 
of Marcellus II. and Paul IV. It is a 
short period, for both Popes only occupied 
the Vatican for four years. That these years 
were eventful we all know. The election 
of Marcellus Il. is hard to understand ; 
for his health at all times had been weak. 
His body was quite unable to endure the 
tasks which he imposed on it. In May, 
1650, he had been so gravely ill that 
ple daily expected to hear of his death, 
Fie was Pope for twenty-two days, and 
out of these he had not enjoyed health for 
more than ten. 
On the new Pope, Paul IV., the author 
spends his strength. He was not delicate, 
but he was old, becoming Pope in his 
seventy-ninth year. His massive head and 
his grave face, with its heavy beard, are 
well known to us. His hot-blooded 
temperament came out in his inability to 
be tied down to any fixed hours for his 
meals. His favourite wines were thick 
Neapolitan and Malvoisie. After dinner 
he liked to sit for a time in animated 
conversation with his guests. His 
historian remarks regretfully that, in such 
conversations after dinner, things some- 
times escaped the lips of the youthfully 
lively old man which would have been 
better unsaid. His nature was always un- 
disciplined. We learn that the more anv- 
one ed Paul IV. to do a thing, the 
less inclined he was to do it, but that 
when he was not urged he would yield 
quickly and readily. Ho could not endure 
contradiction and lost his temper very 
easily. The outcome was that time after 
time the Pope alienated men who had the 
subject of the reform of the Church as 
close to their hearts as it was to his own. 
Among the men whom he alienated was 
Ignatius Loyola. 

Freiherr von Pastor rightfully lays stress 
on the share which was taken consistently 
Lf Paul IV. in the reform of the Church. 

is aim had been kept steadily before his 
eyes as Bishop of Chieti, as nuncio in 
England and Spain, as a member of the 
Oratory of Divine Love, as head of the 
Theatine Order, which he had founded in 
conjunction with 8. Gaetano di Tiene, as 
a member of the reform commission of 
Paul III., and as Cardinal. He had been 
a strenuous reformer all his life, and now 
there came to him the supreme covernor- 
ship of his own communion, His policy 
was to put an end to the subservience of 
the Papacy to princes. He, therefore, con- 
sidered it right to make no secret of his 
deep distrust of them and to act towards 
them with increasing irritability, as well 
as with extreme severity. It is an intel- 
ligible policy, and to anyone who is familiar 
with the attitude of both Charles V. and 
Francis I. to the Papacy it seems as if 
such a policy were one of the needs of the 
year 1555. Yet such a policy tended 
towards that of Innocent III, whose 
days were over and gone Oliver 
Cromwell never could get rid of the idea 
that Spain, not France, was the 
dangerous Power. This meant that, to a 
large extent, his statesmanship was built 
on an anachronism. Paul IV. similarly 
built his plans on the ideals of Innocent 
HI., but the world of Innocent III. no 
longer existed. 

This is all noted by Freiherr von 
Pastor in one of the most pregnant 
passages in this volume. In Paul IV.’s 
fiery enthusiasm— 


“It quite escaped him that all the rights to 
which in the course of centuries the Popes had 
laid claim did not arise from the divine law or 
from the nature of the primacy, but that many 
of them, and especially the political ones. were the 
result. of historical development and were human 
in their origin, and might. therefore. once more 
have to be relinquished. No less did it escape 
the notice of this idealist who thought only of 
what ought to be, that the vast chances in the 
ecclesiastical and political condition of Furope 
rendered a vindication of such Papal authority 
over the Christian princes as had existed during 
the centuries of the Middle Ages an utter impoe- 
sibility. Untroubled by the falling away of half 
the world, and regardicss of the far-reaching 
changes which had taken place even in those 
States which had remained Catholic, Paul IV. 
lived and worked in thos days when the Popes, 
as fathers and leaders of Christendom. had also 
exercieed’ a wideepread power, even in the sphere 
of politics, Although there existed no ecclesias- 
tical definition with regard to the pewer of the 
Holy See in secular matters, he clung rigidly to al! 
the claims which his predecessors had made under 
| mm different conditions and in quite other circum. 
stances.” 


Freiherr von Pastor enables us to 
realise that we are working with men of 
flesh and blood. There is a pathetic in- 
terest in perceiving how the world had 
changed and how little Paul TV. was able 
to adapt himself to the change. Take a 
case in point. So long as the Pope 
measured himself with the prince, he was 
at a disadvantage because his authority 
had been largely spiritual. Why should 
he not gain territory and so possess forces 
of the temporal arm? So thought some 
of the predecessors of Paul IV., and 
accordingly he was the head of States as 
well as the head of a Church, Time dis- 
closed danger after danger in the execu- 
tion of such a plan. As a prince Paul 
IV. seemed to other princes to be one ol 
themselves, with whom they might ally 
themselves or against whom they might 
ally themselves. The ascendancy of 
power was passing to the Spanish-Haps- 
burg house. A sovereign like Philip TI, 
might be as much opposed to the secular 
plans of the Papacy as Queen Elizabeth 
herself. That such a danger manifested 
itself is evident from the illuminating 
pages of Freiherr von Pastor.

ACROSS AFRICA. 

Colonel Statham went across Africa 
after his marriage, as a honeymoon trip, 
in deference to his wile’s wish to visit the 
scenes of ner husband’s labours as a 
geographer and pioneer. The route selected 
was from Mossamedes to the Kubango 
River, down to the Zambesi river system 
and thence to the Indian Ocean. Mesgsa- 
medes was reached after thirty-seven days’ 
sail from Lisbon. This town is situate on 
the West side of South Africa, and is about 
two degrees higher than the Victoria Falls 
in Rhodesia on the East side. The journey 
was several thousand miles long, mostly 
through Portuguese territory. Colonel 
Statham has nothing but admiration for 
the manner in which those Portuguese 
administrators have shouldered the white 
man’s burden. They always proved most 
cheerful and hospitable, and at some of 
the loneliest stations, weeks’ journey from 
a post office, a Portuguese wife is to be 
found sharing the task of her husband in 
places where the whites do not number 
even a dozen. 

Native bearers were employed, and the 
country visited was frequently overrun by 
warriors who stole cattle and women, and 
killed men. The honeymoon couple lived 
on the gun, and also shot for self-defence. 
Sometimes a brute was “ snapped,’’ which 
explains the splendid ina Cn of photo- 
graphs.

When 
old Father Bierfet, the German missioner 
at Njara, blessed the pair ere they set out 
upon their journey into the trackless bush 
they, though not of his Church, felt 
strangely moved and quickened with an 
instinct that God was nigh. The story 
ends with the arrival in the comparatively 
civilised region of Rhodesia. This book is 
most interesting, and the tale of the 
travellers’ trials, ranging from drought to 
mutiny by the bearers, and then malaria, 
makes one amazed at the amount of hard- 
shin that a woman is able to endure.

AIKENHEAD. 


It was Francis of Assissi who said that 
he saw “more signs of grace in a singing 
hrigand than in a gloomy friar.’’ This 
seems to have been the inspiration cf the 
remarkable Irishwoman who founded the 
Sisters of Charity. Mary Aikenhead was 
born in Cork on the 19th January, 1787. 
Her father was a doctor, a Protestant, and 
came of a good Scottish family which had 
settled in Ireland in the middle of the 
eighteenth century. He married a Roman 
Catholic, a Miss Stackpoole. Sent out to 
fosterage, the baby, from her earliest 
years, came under the influence of a 
Roman Catholic nurse, Mary Rorke. Dur 
ing the rising of 1798 her father showed 
great sympathy with the insurgents, 
sheltering Lord Edward Fitzgerald and 
helping him to escape in the disguise of 
a Quaker. Mary's father became a Roman 
Catholic on his death-bed, in 1807, and 
she, too, changed her faith in her 
twentieth year. Among her early spiritual 
advisers were Fathers Kenny and - St. 
Leger, Jesuits who had survived the aboli- 
tion of their society, and lived to see its 
re-establishment by the Vatican. 

It was in 1816 that Archbishop Troy 
received the rescript empowering him to 
have erected in the City of Dublin “a 
pious congregation of ladies to devote 
themselves perpetually to the service of 
the poor.” The founder's task was 
rendered difficult by the internal discord 
so frankly admitted by the compiler. This 
discord spread even to Australia; yet 
Mary Aikenhead never wavered. She had 
no use for the blue-stocking type of woman 
who sometimes came to her and caused 
so much dissension. All her active hie 
she was a martyr to a most painful spinal 
trouble, and, knowing what real trouble 
was, she came to regard the mundane task 
of succouring the helpless as the highest 
work for woman and the most practical 
form of patriotism. 

Here and there a nation’s history glints 
through these pages. Her kinswoman, 
Mary Hennessy, was one of the Hennessys 
of the Irish Brigade who, retiring from 
the French Army, founded the great dis- 
tillery at Cognac. “Father Prout’’ fought 
like a man throughout the outbreak of 
Asiatic cholera which devastated Ireland 
in 1832. The poet and man of the world 
never shirked the pestilential fever-ward, 
so that the Cork poor came to regard 
“Father Frank ’’ as peculiarly their own. 
Some of the early sisters had been through 
raids and the like in 1798. “I fear the 
good intentions of our Young Ireland men 
will be hard to fulfil,’ wrote the foundress. 
Again, in the same year (1848), she wrote : 
“As to the state of public excitement in 
Dublin, no one not on the spot can easily 
imagine, nor do we hear much, but, truly, 
enough to alarm anyone who can remember 
‘98 and 1803; but all we have to do is to 
pray that peace may be preserved ; other- 
wise property will be destroyed, and what 
is worse, the lives of thousands will be 
lost.’’ 

This year was saddened by the thought 
that Thomas Francis Meagher, son of a 
great friend of the community, was sen- 
tenced to be hanged, drawn and quartered 
for high treason. The unhappy genius, 
Mangan, was for some time in St. 
Patrick's ward, and among the visitors, in 
1841, was Dr. Pusey, who spent several 
hours with the foundress, discussing the 
Oxford movement. Mary Aikenhead, after 
a long life of toil, died on July 22nd, 
1858, at Harold 's Cross.

HOUSING MADE EASY. 


Since the great Government housing 
scheme we have seen many books on the 
housing problem, but far and away the 
best is the large and beautiful volume 
written by Mr. C. H. James, A.R.1.B.A., 
and Mr. F. R. Yerbury, secretary of the 
Architectural Association, There are six 
brief chapters on elements of the problem, 
such as choice of site, economics, site- 
planning and materials. Then follow over 
130 beautifully reproduced photographs, 
taken by Mr, Yerbury, and detail draw- 
ings of some of the best examples of the 
new small house shown in the photo- 
graphs. As an appendix, model specifica- 
tions and bills of quantities ave set forth 
in exhaustive detail. This last portion of 
the book may be of technical interest to 
builders, and, indeed, with it a local 
authority could put a building scheme in 
hands forthwith; but in the opinion of 
many it will be counted a defect, as being 
calculated to encourage that standardisa- 
tion which is the death of good architec- 
ture. Enough artistic disaster has been 
brought about by the fettering of housing 
lans with iron bye-laws, and this excellent 
ook will be chiefly fruitful in good work 
if architects and housing authorities learn 
from it the spirit and principles of the 
best new schemes without attempting to 
copy or imitate. 

Th a foreword Mr. Raymond Unwin re- 
marks that England inherits the richest 
and most varied traditions of cottage- 
building in the world, and that these 
were ignored during the nineteenth cen- 
tury. The last two or three decades have 
seen a largely successful effort to pick up 
these traditions where they were inter- 
rupted by the industrial revolution. The 
development of motor transit has made it 
possible to get free of that congestion of 
population which destroyed the old-time 
village life. It has now been made pos- 
sible for city workers to live in country 
cottages among fields and allotments. The 
motor ‘bus, as has been said, runs from 
Trafalgar square to the Middle Ages. 
Although the authors have written but 
a little over thirty pages on their vast 
and complex :subject, they have packed 
these pages with thought and suggestion. 
Some of their opinions are not likely to be 
y every student—as, for 
instance, their view that avenues of trees 
are successful only when lying in straight 
lines, or their advocacy of the house placed 
right on the street, as in old towns. On 
the other hand, their treatment of group- 
ing is illuminative. One of the most im- 
portant features of the return to good 


marish terraces and straggling vistas of 
some suburban streets. Small single 
houses are expensive and too tall for their 
width and depth. Semi-detached houses

six’ give the architect his best chance, 
Repeating bay windows give a street a 
recléte and untidy look. The Georgian 
cottage is recomme as the most gener- 
ally satisfactory design. 

The authors’ recommendations as to 
grouping, the mansard roof, the use of 
tiles, ornamentation—which last should be 
restrained as in our Georgian houses, not 
intricate and unmeaning, as in the jerry- 
built villa—may be studied in the admir- 
ably selected views shown in the photo- 
graphie section of the book. Of the charm 
and interest of these pictures it would be 
impossible to convey an impression, but 
those who are im any way concerned in 
housing will spend many an absorbed and 
instructive hour in studying the lessons of 
these examples. Some instances of recent 
Scandinavian building schemes exhibit the 
possibilities of timber as a modern 
material.

A FRENCH ICONOCLAST. 

M. Pierrefeu was editor for three years 
of the official communiqués issued by the 
French Grand Headquarters. His work 
is dedicated to the “‘ temporary officers 
who are the natural leaders of the nation 
in arms.” He will not admit for a 
moment that the much belauded generals 
were anything more than very ordinary 
people. Joffre was of peasant stock, en- 
joyed excellent health, was cautious with 
the peasant caution, and lacked completely 
any of the qualities which make for great- 
ness, despite the newspapers of 1914- 
1917. For many years French officers had 
been bred in the Napoleonic fetish. The 
Corsican used to calculate that his per- 
sonal presence was equal to a reinforce 
ment of 30,000 men. The young pre-war 
graduate endeavoured to create a legend 
that he himself, or some inspired chief, 
his idol, was possessed of a similar 
magnetism. Hence the most ordinary 
manceuvre had to be described by pro- 
pagandist journalists as “brilliant,” or 
“ lightning-like.’’ 

“Those who meddle with the edifice of 
legendary history, that marvellous romance 
of pure glory and easy genius which, 
according to the theories of those propa- 
ganda agents, Plutarch and other in- 
ventors of the ‘Lives of Illustrious Men, 
is unfolded, devoid of all shadow, by dint 
of miracles and the lightning strokes ol 
genius, ought to realise that no distinction 
will be made between them and those 
who insult their own country.” This fate 
awaits them because they, mere civilians, 
in a matter purely military endeavour to 
introduce a spirit of criticism. Clemen- 
ceau was under a cloud in the early stages 
of the war solely because he would not 
take generals at the high estimate which 
these gentlemen had had placed upon 
themselves and their through 
their allies in the Press, 

Naturally, M. Pierrefeu’s book has 
brought a hornet’s nest about his ears. 
He consoles himself with the thought that 
‘“ ingratitude to great men is the sign of 
powerful nations.’’ ‘The sketch of Foch is 
extremely able and may contain much 
truth in that the argument advanced is 
that he was obsessed by the idea of attack, 
keyed himself up during the fight as if he 
were an actual combatant in a physical 
contest, was unscientific, despised modern 
improvements such as aeroplanes, and 
muddled the Germans by his unwarranted 
audacity. He was the only general who 
inspired the politicians with courage, and 
when these gentlemen came to him they 
had reached that stage of limpness when 
their own propaganda had certainly ceased 
to stiffen them. Ludendorff M. Pierrefeu 
regards as the ideal military figure, and 
| his failure he attributes to the fact that 
behind him was an aristocratic military 
caste which succeeded in stifling criticism 

in chaining some German Clemencean, 
for example. That 750,000 copies of this 
work should have been sold in France 
is an admirable index to the interest which 
the French take in the purely military 
aspect, of the late war.

Uniform with their admirable series on 
architects, Messrs. Benn have published a 
volume on four living black-and-white 
artists—Mrs. Clarke Hall, Mr. Rushbury, 
Mr. Schwabe and Mr. Underwood. These 
are the most modern of draughtsmen, and 
the book is chiefly interesting as exhibiting 
modern tendencies. Only Mr. Rushbury’s 
drawings give us the impression of actual 
achievement; his drawings in France, 
Italy and Cambridge have delicacy of style 
and atmosphere. The other artists have a 
dashing carelessness, due, the editor of 
the volume thinks, to a fierce impatience 
which grudges the interval between 
emotion and expression, but which more 
old-fashioned critics will regard as mark- 
ing rather a failure both to feel finely and 
to express with clearness.

as fools. George Birmingham, like greater 
men, sometimes nods; but he was not nod- 
ding when he wrote “The Grand Dughess."’ 
Seldom has he given us such a feast of 
wholesome merriment.

A Cabinet Quarrel. 


The eonclusion of the London Agree- 
ment between ‘the Allies and the Germans 
has had a remarkable sequel in England. 
The instrument was initialled on behalf 
ef His Majesty’s Government by Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald, presumably after con- 
sultation with the other members of his 
Cabinet, every one of whom, in conse- 
quence, must be regarded as being equally 
responsible for it with the Prime 
Minister. On last Tuesday, however, the 
Marichester Guardian published a long 
interview with Mr. Philip Snowden—Chan. 
cellor of the Exchequer, and Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald's most important colleague—in 
the course of which Mr. Snowden de- 
nounced, in the strongest terms, the 
clauses of the London Agreement. He 
declared that the refusal of the French 
Government to evacuate the Ruhr Valley 
at once stultified the whole Agreement ; 
that the economic provisions of the pro- 
posed treaty were very unfavourable to 
Britain’s commercial and financial in- 
terests—in a word, that the British 
Government never should have given iis 
assent to such an abandonment of its 
principles. Mr. Snowden went even 
further. He asserted that Mr. Macdonald's 
promise to grant a loan to the Soviet 
Government of Russia was a blunder, and 
generally placed himself in a position of 
strong antagonism to his political chief. 
Quite possibly, Mr. Snowden is justified 
in his views. So far as the Russian Loan 
is concerned, his opinion is shared by 
nine out of every ten intelligent men; 
but that is not the point. The collective 
responsibility of the Cabinet is one of the 
most jealously guarded features of the 
British Constitution. There was a time, 
not so very long ago, when no Cabinet 
Minister would have dared in public to 
discuss any decision of the Government ; 
and this joint responsibility was one of 
the people’s best safeguards against bad 
administration. Now Mr. Snowden has 
broken through all precedents by inform- 
ing the public that he is in violent dis- 
agreement with his colleagues, or, at any 
rate, with the Prime Minister, on two 
cardinal matters of national policy. His 
action has created an almost unprecedented 
situation in British political life. 

In any save a Labour Government the 
position would be intolerable. Obviously 
if a leading Minister disagrees with his 
colleagues on matters of such vital im- 
portance to the nation as the London 
Agreement and the proposed loan to the 
Bolsheviks, he ought to resign. Other- 
wise the Prime Minister ought to resign, 
and thus get rid of his turbulent Chan- 
cellor, The interview with the Manchester 
Guardian is bound to shake public con- 
fidence in the Government. Hence- 
forward, if Mr. Snowden remains in the 
Cabinet, nobody will be certain that any 
decision of the Government is supported 
by all the Ministers, any one of whom, 
apparently, will be at perfect liberty to 
express his private views at length in the 
columns of the public Press. We are 
inclined to think, however, that lack of 
experience, rather than deliberate purpose, 
was to blame for Mr. Snowden’s lapse, 
and that after a severe lecture from Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald he will be told to go 
in peace and sin no more. The Govern- 
ment cannot afford to lose Mr. Snowden's 
undoubted gifts. Nevertheless, the whole 
incident will make a very bad impression 
not only in England, but throughout 
Europe, where the British tradition of 
i Cabinet responsibility is admired and even 
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envied. We do not know the views of the

Snowden seems to be moving; and there 
appears to be at least a serious possibility 
that the temporary entente between the 
two schools of Socialist thought may come 
to an end very soon. Such a “split,” of 
course, would result almost inevitably in 
the return of the Conservatives to power 
at the next genera! election, and for that 
reason Mr. Ramsay Macdonald may be 
trusted to do everything in his power to 
prevent it.

Lost Literature. 


The Keeper of Greek and Roman 
Antiquities at the British Museum has 
sent, with all proper reserve, a very re- 
markable statement to The Times. He has 
taken it from the latest issue of the 
Neapolitan fRivista Indo-Greco-Italica, 
which reports, “on the word” of Dr. 
di Martino-Fusco, director of the review 
Mouseion, the discovery of the complete 
works of the historian Livy. Dr. di 
Martino-Fusco has told the Rivista that 
“after the transcription of the second 
Decade has been finished he will im- 
mediately put all the volumes at the 
disposal of the learned”; but “he 
observes a jealous silence as to the 
place and the circumstances of the find.” 
Mr. Hamilton Smith, of the British 
Museum, adds that the Neapolitan review 
is “a serious publication,” but disclaims 
all knowledge of Dr, di Martino-Fusco. 
The world of scholarship will await de- 
velopments with the most eager interest. 
Literature is full of solemn hoaxes, and 
this may be one of them. If, however, the 
report is true, we are about to acclaim 
the most important addition that has been 
made to Latin literature since the sixteenth 
century. Livy was born at Padua in 
B.C. 59 and died under Tiberius. His 
History, conceived and written on the 
grand scale, unfolded the tale of Rome in 
142 books, and of these only thirty-five 
are extant. Books I. to X. relate the be- 
ginnings of Rome and Books XX. to XLV. 
include the story of the Carthaginian Wars. 
All the other books disappeared in the 
dark ages of European learning. It is true 
that the historical value of the lost books 
has survived in epitomes, and that Plutarch 
drew largely upon them; but their re- 
eovery would be, nevertheless, a most 
precious contribution to Roman letters. 
Livy was an artist first and a chronicler 
afterwards. His inspiration was Virgil's— 
the majesty of Roman achievement and 
the grandeur of Roman morality and law. 
These lost books contained not only great 
Latin, but something of the secret of a 
nation’s soul. 


In discovery, whether of manuscripts, 
sites o. brilliant corrections of corrupted 
texts, lie the romance and the compensa- 
tions of modern scholarship. It has been 
singularly fortunate during the last three 
decades, which, indeed, may claim the 
title of a minor Renaissance. Macaulay 
tells us that within the limits of every 
twelve months of his later years he 
read the whole corpus of ancient 
literature. The feat would be impossible 
now ; for recent discovery has enlarged that 
corpus in every direction. In Crete the 
spade has unearthed two thousand years 
of history; and in Palestine and Mesopo- 
tamia archeology has opened vistas of 
research that are virtually endless. Tombs 
and waste-heaps in Egypt and Greece have 
disclosed substantial works of authors 
whose names, mentioned casually in the 
surviving classics, had tantalised scholar- 
ship for twenty centuries. It may be that 
now most of the great discoveries have 
been made in the strict domain of Greek 
and Roman letters, but hope springs 
eternal in the scholar’s breast. Some- 
where, underground or in a remote 
monastery of Central Europe, may lie 
relics of those tragic poets—to-day 
nomina tantum—whose works won the 
highest praise of Virgil and Horace. 


Somewhere, in dusty presses, may lurk 
manuscripts that would resolve secular 
controversies over disputed texts of famous 
classics. A scholar can find in the pursuit 
of some manuseript of Ovid from the 
Vatican to Florence, and thence to Leyden 
and Paris, the authentic thrill of a 
Sherlock Holmes on the track of a 
Moriarty. They are a generous tribe, 
these scholars, and, if a lucky Italian 
really has found the lost books of Livy— 
the Cullinan diamond of classical research 
—they will feel no envy. Since, however, 


they are also a cautious tribe, they will 
prefer to “wait and see.” It is a little 
curious that the British Museum “does 
not know anything of Dr. di Martino-

Women Detectives. 


General Sir Nevil Macready, former 
Commissioner of the Metropolitan Police 
in London, declares that women can 
be very useful when employed as de- 
tectives. Most women are more imagina- 
tive than men, and possess that subtle 
sense of sympathy which is able to fore- 
cast another person’s line of action in 
certain circumstances. Ability to recognise 
faces and tact are secial virtues which 
are especially useful for detective work, 
and in both these respects the female sex 
excels. A fundamentally feminine love of 
“dressing up” is an invaluable asset in 
a profession that requires frequent changes 
of disguise. On the other hand, women 
are at a disadvantage in the matter of 
disguises, since their clothes are noticed 
and remembered more readily, and altera- 
t'ons are made less easily in their appear- 
ance. A well-known woman detective, 
whose views are quoted in the Manchester 
Guardian, endorses the opinion of Sir

DOCTORS’ PENSIONS 
SS 
TO BE SAFEGUARDED IN NEW 
BILL. 


Correspondence that has passed between 
Mr. C. H. Gick, Secretary of the Irish 
Medical Association and the Ministry of 
Local Local Government makes it clear that 
the pensions’ rights of local officers will be 
safeguarded in the new Local Government 

lai. 

In a letter to the Ministry, dated August 
loth, Mr. Gick says:—‘“Keferring to the 
proposed Local Government Bill, 1924, I wish 
to draw your attention to the fact that there 
are feelings of great unrest and uneasiness 
among the members of the medical profession 
regarding the abolition of certain clauses of 
previous Superannuation Acts. A number of 
dispensary medical officers have been asking 
questions as to the advisability of their 
tendering their resignation before the bill 
becomes law, and I should like to be in a 
position to assure medical officers that the 
rights of existing officers under Section 8 of 
the Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1919, 
will not be alteréd, and, further, that the 
privilege ot added years provided under the 
Superannuation Act of 1859, and which 
medical officers have enjoyed since 1869, still 
remains. I am sending a copy of this letter to 
the Medical Commissioner, Dr. Stephenson.”’ 

Writing to Mr. Gick, on behalf of the 
Ministry, on August 19th, Mr. M. de Lacy 
said :—‘‘I am directed by the Minister for 
Local Government and Public Health to state 
that he has had before him your letter of the 
15th inst., relative to the superannuation 
clauses in the Local Government Bill, 1924. 
The Minister desires me to state that he has 
decided to iatroduce into this bill amending 
clauses which will fully preserve all the present 
rights to snperannuations or gratuities on 
retirement of officers holding office at the date 
of the bill passing into law.”

OBITUARY. 


SIR FRANCIS WILLIAM 
STRONGE. 

Sir Francis William Stronge, K.C.M.G. 
died at his residence, Kilbroney House, 
Rostrevor, County Down, on Wednesday night, 
Born in November, 1865, Sir Francis was the 
second son of Sir John Calvert Stronge, fourth 
baronet, and Margaret Zoe Caulfield. sister 
of the third Earl of Charlemont. He was 
educated at Wellington College and Dublin 
University. 

Sir Francis entered the Diplomatic Service. 
He served as Secretary of Legation, first in 
Mexico, and then in Athens. Afterwards he 
was appointed Secretary of Embassy and 
Consul-General in Budapest. After filling 
offices in Constantinople and Colombia he 
returned in 1911 to Mexico, as Envoy-Extra- 
ordinary Minister Plenipotentiary, and in 
1915 he went in a similar capacity to Chili. 
He was created K.C.M.G. in 1915. and four 
years’ later he retired from the Diplomatic 
Service. Since his retirement Sir Francis had 
resided at Rostrevor with his wife, a daughter 
of the late General the Hon. David 
Fraser, G.C.B., who survives him. 


SIR ALEXANDER BEAUMONT 
CHURCHILL DIXIE. 


The Times records that the death occurred 
yesterday, at his residence, Elmwod, Scar- 
borough, of Sir Alexander Beaumont 
Churchill Dixie, eleventh Baronet, of Market 
Bosworth, Leicestershire, in his seventy-third 
year.

Mr. Snowden's acid criticism of the 
London Agreement, which seems to be 
inspired by bitter hostility to France 
and effusive friendliness to Germany, is a 
rather unaccountable proceeding. Whatever 
the division of opinion between Mr. Mac- 
donald and Mr. Snowden, it must be 
assumed that in both cases the former 
did not act entirely on his own initiative, 
but after consultation with his Cabinet. 
It must also be assumed that Mr. Snowden 
was present at the meeting or meetings, 
and registered what objections he had to 
the courses subsequently pursued. If he 
disagreed with them to the extent that 
now appears, there was but one course 
open—namely, resignation, which would 
have been followed by any Minister who 
placed principle before office. For a 
Cabinet Minister to quarrel publicly with 
his chief on matters discussed in the 
Cabinet is unprecedented. It may be a 
phase of the much vaunted “ new 
diplomacy,”’ but, to put the matter mildly, 
it is hardly playing the game. 


The Prince's Tour. 


New York society is immensely pleased 
that the Prince of Wales has decided to 
remain for the best part of a fortnight at 
Long Island. Original arrangements con- 
templated only two or three days. The 
Prince, however, has made it quite clear 
that he does not mean to join in anything 
like a round of gaiety while in the United 
States, but intends to have a holiday of a 
restful character. According to schedule, 
he should arrive on the 29th and will pro- 
ceed at once on a fiying visit to President 
Coolidge. A move from Long Island en 
route for the Canadian ranch will be made 
about the 13th September. In the mean- 
time His Royal Highness will be in great 
demand by local society, and, donbtless, 
will be pretty well overwhelmed by private 
invitations. In his selections of his hosts 
and hostesses he will require all the tact 
and ingenuity at his command to avoid 
affront and heart-burnings. 


The King's Grandson. 


News that the King has a second 
grandson was heard to-day with pleasure. 
Princess Mary has been called “ Daughter 
of the Nation,” and the description 1s an 
accurate one. She has travelled extensively 
throughout the country and has come into 
personal contact with large numbers of 
people of all classes, with whom she has 
proved universally popular. When the 
first Master Lascelles was born Londoners 
for ‘weeks crowded round Chesterfield 
House by the thousand in the hope of 
obtaining a glimpse of the Princess's baby, 
and not less interest has been taken in 
London and the country in the present 
event. 


Liberal Leadership. 


It is not surprising that the resignation 
of the Liberal leadership in the House of 
Lords by Lord Grey of Fallodon should 
have given rise to rumours as to 
the Liberal leadership in the Commons. 
The statement, however, that Mr. Asquith 
has returned from the Continent, and that 
he intends to hand over his position in 
the Liberal Party, is without foundation. 
His holiday has not been spent on the 
Continent, but at Westgate, a quiet town 
on the Kent coast, near to a popular 
resort crowded with holiday-makers. He 
has derived much benefit from his reste~ 


The Covent Garden Strike. 


Affairs in Covent Garden pass from 
bad to worse. Up to a late hour to-night 
the employers showed no disposition to 
meet the men, as they decline to go into 
conference under what they deem a 
“threat.’’ The porters are not lessening 
their determination to fight to a finish. 
This morning the 350 men employed in 
the Floral Hall, who have remained at 
work under an old agreement which was 
satisfactory to both sides, suddenly 
knocked off in sympathy with the strikers. 
There has been a significant move to-day 
by Mr. Bevin, the Secretary of the Trans- 
port and General Workers’ Union. He 
officially called at the headquarters of the 
National Union of Railwaymen to sound 
the Executive Committee of that organisa- 
tion as to railwaymen giving the porters 
official support. If his visit materialises 
in the direction he solicits, it will mean the 
holding up at the source of all goods con- 
signed to the market. Dockers and road 
transport men have now been given ex- 
plicit orders not to handle consignments 
to any of the London fruit and vegetable 
markets. 


Hop Picking. 


In the Tonbridge district hop-picking 
started to-day, but generally it will not be 
in full swing in Kent and East Sussex 
until next week. A good crop is expected, 
though weather conditions at the present 
moment are not propitious to a thoroughly 
successful gathering. Hop-growers are 
very nervous as regards questions of 
labour. Notwithstanding the unemploy- 
ment which exists all over the country, 
there is a threatened shortage of pickers, 
and it looks from latest reports that the 
pickings either will not be started at the 
proper time or that the gathering of the 
crops will be unduly delayed. On the 
other hand, the wages demanded are in 
some cases out of all proportion to the 
work required. The usual East End 
London contingent, which for years past 
have migrated down to Kent by road, 
accompanied by all their children and 
household pots and pans, are displaying 
no disposition this season to make a 
move. Perhaps the “ dole” accounts for 
this lethargy. 


“ Road Hogs.” 


Magistrates are taking a firm hand when 
dealing with motorists who neglect to 
observe the rules and regulations laid 
down for their guidance, especially those 
who imbibe not wisely but too well when 
in charge of their machines. The drunken 
motorist now gets jail for his indulgence, 
though, unfortunately, the primary 
magistrate’s convictions are not always 
upheld on appeal. Still, the tendency on 
the part of the Bench to impose m@zimum 
penalties is having a salutary effect. The 
ordinary “road hog,’’ a nuisance at all 
times, is dealt with not less firmly, but 
the infliction of fines for furious driving 
does not have deterrent results.

The Free State s Claim. 


It is one thing to explain the function of 
such a Commission and another to prophesy 
its result.

What we 
do claim is that the desires of the inhabitants 
of such areas should be ascertai and that 
a line should then be drawn by the Commis- 
sion in such a way as to give effect to those 
desires, while taking into account the other 
factors mentioned in Article 12.

This is to be part of a housing plan on a 
large scale of which the public generally has 
heard but little. Briefly put, the scheme con- 
templates the building of what amounts to a 
new suburb, which will stretch from Marino, 
in Clontarf, to the Botanic Gardeus. The sites 
already selected are Marino, Croydon Park, 
and the area referred to in the notice which 
may be described as the Millbourne Avenue 
site. Already a start has been made at Mala- 
hide road with the construction of a system 
of new roads through this extensive area on 
the outskirts of the city. The scheme was 
started early in the year at the Marino end, 
where 423 houses out of the 1,500 provided 
for in the plans are in course of construction. 
Most of these 400 houses would have been 
ready for occupation in the coming winter but 
for the strike which has “held up” building 
operations for two months. 

The holders of plots on the Croydon Park 
site have been noticed that their possession 
will be ended this season. As soon ag the 
legal formalities have been complied . with 
plans will be prepared for the. deve ent 
of the Millbourne Avenue site, on which it is 
expected that 150 houses will be erected. The 
Glasnevin project has not advanced sufficiently 
far to enable an estimate of its housing ac- 
commodation to be made, but it will be much 
larger than that at Drumeondra. The new 
suburb will consist of from 2,000 to 2,500 
houses erected by the representatives of the 
Corporation under the Housing Acts. The 
undertaking is not something that is merely 
in contemplation, but is a fact well on the 
way to accomplishment in the very near 
future. 
Other plans are being made to meet the 
need for housing accommodation in Dublin. 
The Board of Works has a staff engaged on 
the conversion of Keogh Barracks into 206 
flats, which will be ready for occupation in a 
few weeks. For the Commissioners of the 
Borough, the City Architect is preparing plans 
to utilise the buildings of the North Dublin 
Union in a similar way. It is expected that 
from 300 to 400 families will be housed com- 
fortably here. The Greenmount Spinning 
Company, Harold’s Cross, has almost com- 
pleted negotiations with the Ministry for De- 
fence for the taking over of the married 
quarters of the military barracks on the South 
Circular road for the accommodation of its 
workers. On the West road the Rev. Mr. 
Hall has the work started on another sixty- 
house scheme on his own initiative. 
All the above-mentioned efforts to met the 
shortage of houses are in actual progress. In 
addition, the Commissioners have under con- 
sideration a development, on a large scale, of 
the Boyne street plan. Here about one 
hundred wooden houses have been put up, and 
some thirty more are in course of construc- 
tion. The cost of each house is £60, and the 
rent is 3s. per week. They are quite com- 
fortable as dwellings, and are an actual source 
of revenue to the city. The Commissioners 
are contemplating the erection of many 
hundreds of the same class of house in 
different parts of Dublin and the suburbs. 
The above outline of what is actually being 
done shows that the Commissioners are mov- 
ing in this urgent matter. Questioned on the 
prospects for the immediate future, a high 
official of the Corporation told an Jrish Times 
representative that they could provide a 
steady supply of new houses every few months 
if they could only get enough men to work on 
them. ‘If the Corporation got a present of a 
million pounds to-morrow to provide houses,” 
he said, “we could not get the men, and 
those we can get will not work.”’

A PRESSING NFED.

for cities or happier fortune. If they have 
rivers, they are polluted; if they have trees, 
they are blackened; what might have been 
their delight and their glory has become a 
disgrace. 
We are all resolved, adds The Times, that 
the towns of the future shall be healthier and 
more beautiful places than the towns of 
the recent past, and if that is to be, there 1s 
nothing so necessary for them as open spaces.

We must think, not of what is 
needed now, but of what is likely to be 
needed twenty, or even fifty, years hence.

PARIS, Thursday. 
M. Herriot, in the course of his speech on 
the London Conference, which was read in 
both Chambers this afternoon, began by say- 
ing that it was the Government’s duty to 
inform Parliament as accurately as possible 
regarding the London negotiations. 

The aim of the Conference, he said. was to 
assure the application of the Dawes plan, the 
object of -which was to transfer the repara- 
tions problem from the political to the 
economic sphere. To attain this end it was 
necessary to restore community of action by 
the Allies. 
The Conference had accepted the Herriot- 
Macdonald Note of July 9th as the basis of 
its work, and appointed three Commissions. 
At the outset, M. Herriot added, there was a 
rrospect of the Conference reaching a settle- 
ment easily and rapidly. Things, however, 
turned out very differently. 

M. Herriot proceeded to recall the difficul- 


ties encountered by the first Commission. The 
question of Paragraph X VIII.—"“ The applica- 
tion of sanctions ’’—created endless complica- 


tions. The most painful feature, he said. was 
when France claimed that she was simplv 
defending her legitimats independence of 
action in the event of a failure to obtain 
united action, she encountered a series of 
prejudices and misunderstandings, which 
more than once disturbed the atmosphere of 
the Conference 

THE FINANCIAL EXPERTS. 
On July 22th, the French Prime 
Minister continued, after the first Commis- 
sion had unanimously adopted a text,. which 
seemed to reconcile the French and British 
views, the Conference looked like making 
speedy progress. But here the financial ex- 
perts intervened. declaring that the Commis- 
sion’s text was insufficient to assure the rais- 
ing of the proposed loan of 800 million gold 
marks. 
It had been suggested that political opposi- 
tion to the Conference lav behind certain in- 
terventions. Of what nature’ He had too 
much respect for the political independence of 
other countries to express an opinion. When 
one had waited so long for the settlement of 
post-war problems. one came up against all 
sorts of complications. which the internal poli 
tics of various countries introduced into diplo- 
matic negotiations. 
The war. he declared, had created a con- 
vergence of ambitions. The peace had pro- 
duced a divergence of interests and doctrines. 
If these divergencies had not heen reconciled 
in London thev wound have become 
accentuated to such an extent as to render a 
ranvrochement impossible. 
M. Herriot added that by July 26 the Con- 
ference had reached a deadlock. Its failure 
did not seem impossible. He could claim that 
it was France which had solved the redouht- 
able difficulty bv proposing to solve all the 
problems raised by applying the principles of 
arbitration, which. unless the peoples wished 
at any price to maintain the horrible habit of 
war, ought to prevail in international prob- 
lems in the future. 

KEEPING THEIR PLEDGES. 
In making their proposal on behalf of 
France. they believed they were being faith- 
ful to the solemn declarations of the war; to 
the pledges given to their soldiers, and to the 
promise made by the Allies to institute a new 
code. 
Parliament would decide whether they were 
right. From the moment the French pro- 
posal had been submitted the atmosphere of 
the Conference brightened. 
The Prime Minister explained at length the 
method of applying the principle of arbitra- 
tion to the question of default. He declared 
that this modification of the powers of the 
Commission was in no way contrary to the 
Treaty of Versailles. Moreover, the modifica- 
tion was favourable to French interests, in as 
much, as arbitration would be resorted to not

The application of this principle had im- 
proved most satisfactorily the régime of 
transfers as contemplated by the Dawes plan, 
and transformed the régime of. deliveries in 
the past. : 

They had done more, they had obtained 
Germany's acceptance. It was not an im- 
position on Germany -to deliver ¢oal, coke, 
and dyestuffs, even after the execution of the 
obligations of the Treaty of- Versailles. The 
restrictions established by the Treaty of 
Versailles were thus abolished. Germany 
undertook to oppose measures tending to make 
it impossible to obtain deliveries on commer- 
cial terms. 

There was arbitration in case of discrimina- 
tion or obstruction. There was, in the event 
of an affirmative arbitral decision, an obliga- 
tion upon the German Government itself to 
assure deliveries. They considered this agree- 
ment between the Allies and Germany the 
crowning achievement of the Conference. 

M. Herriot again. emphasised that in 
tackling these difficulties the Allies did not 
dictate, their will—a method satisfactory to 
the amour propre, but disastrous in execution. 
They had negotiated, they had organised 
arbitration. e Germans themselves had ac- 
cepted. the French proposal, which was 
hese were advantages 
which did not strike the imagination, but 
they were substantial. They would be appre- 
ciate@ by all who believed with the experts 
that defaults and sanctions must be avoided 
as fat as possible, and that the reparation 
problem must be settled in peace and justice. 

M. Herriot concluded this portion of his 
speech by dealing with the economic side of 
the Conference. In referring to the very large 
roll allotted to the Americans, he expressed 
his pleasure at associating with the great 
American . Republic in the execution of the 
Dawes. plan. 


‘THE RUHR OCCUPATION. 

Turning to the question of the military 
evacuation of the Ruhr, M. Herriot admitted 
he had declared to Parliament that the 
problem would not be brought up at the 
London Conference. It was agreed at 
Chequers that no obstacle would be raised 
to tne invisible occupation of the Ruhr. If 
he had refused in London to discuss the 
question at the risk of breaking up the work 
of the conference he would have been strictly 
within his rights, but it had not depended 
on him, nor perhaps Mr. Macdonald himself, 
to set the problem aside. 

He desired to avoid all polemics, but he 


-need not remind them of the anxiety the 


occupation of the Ruhr had caused in 
more than one country—in fact it was the 
problem which dominated the whole of the 
negotiations. It soon became evident that 
the necessary agreement for the application 
of the Dawes pian would be impossible with- 
out a satisfactory solution to the Ruhr 
problem. 

He had refused to allow the problem to be 


inscribed on the programme of the conference, 


and it was never included in it, but he was 
all the less able to eliminate the problem, 
inasmuch as he had had thenceforward the 
strongest reasons for believing that if France 
decided to remain in the Kuhr without a 
definite ‘time limit, she would stay there 
absolutely alone. 

‘Taking into consideration the arguments 
advanced in favour of an early evacuation, 
thie French Council of Ministers had decided 
to fix a maximum time limit of one year for 
the military occupation. He had insisted on 
this decision being’ taken in Paris, and not 
elsewhere. He had declared that, if they were 
prepared to consider measures of goodwill 
they could only take them spontaneously. 
He had conformed his acts with this declara- 
tion. To go further was to risk again the 
rupture of the conference. lt was the choice 
between the re-establishment of the inter- 
Allied Zntente and the maintenance of 
isolated action. He had chosen. Parliament 
could choose in its turn. 


' DIFFICULTIES. 
“ There “was the question. oí inter-Allied 
debts. It was a gross injustice to suggest 
that the French delegates had not sought 
every possible opportunity to raise this 
roblem. it would certainly be a scandalous 
justice to seek the means to relieve Germany 
and to leave France under the weight, or 
menace, of crushing charges; but the question 
of inter-Allied debts was not bound up with 
sc guestion of the execution of the Dawes 
an. 

In the midst of difficulties of all kinds 
which had cropped up in London, it was 
impossible to join the discussion of debts to 
the. gegen and execution of the Dawes 

. The discussion of debts waquld be dis- 
cussed at a special conference, for which they 
must prepare without delay. Moreover, Mr. 
Macdonald had confirmed the declaration 
made in Paris, to the effect that the problem 
should be treated in equity, account being 
taken of all the.elements bearing upon it. . 

Security would also form the subject of 
another Conference. He did not see. why 
France .s _not take the initiative in the 
matter, question of the Cologne zone 
had, howsver, to be dealt with in London. 
They had obtained: legal opinion on the appli- 
cation of Article 429. It followed from the ' 
text agreed upon by Sir Cecil Hurst and M. 
Fromageot, that the evacuation of the Cologne 
zone could not be considered until Germany 
had satisfied her Treaty obligations, includ- 
ing disarmament. :

Baoi Marx and the Foreign Minister 
Stresemann have informed the Cabinet Com- 
mittee on Foreign Afiaires that the inter- 
national bankers in London promised to 
rovide Germany with an international loan 
y November, provided the London Agreement 
was passed by the Reichstag by August SOth. 


THE FATEFUL VOTE, 


Later. 
At.a meeting of the Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee of,the Reichstag the debate. developed 
the question whether the London Agreement 
would be nullified if by August 50 the 
Reichstag failed to pass the measures ratify- 


ing it. 

Dr. Marx. the Chancellor, stated that sig- 
natures to the London Agreement, would have 
to be affixed on August If by that date 
Germany was unable to present the Dawes 
legislation as accepted by the Reichstag the 
Government would have to ask itself whether 
it could attach its signature to the London 
Protocol. ' 

Should a two-thirds. majority for the 
Dawes legislation be not forthcoming, then it 
was the duty of the Government to take all 
steps to ensure the final consent of the 
Reichstag. In other words, Dr. Marx 
reitera what has all along been the Go- 
vernment’s standpoint—acceptance of the dis- 
solution. 

Herr Stresemann declared that in the event 
of a dissolution nothing could be done until 
after the new House had been elected. He 
warned the Committee that in such an event 
Germany would not get such good terms as 
she had got to-day, and pointed. out that 
1.700 British indvstria'ista had drawn atten- 
tion to the fact that the grant of a loan for 
German industry prejudiced British interests. 

Next Monday in the Reichstag will be de- 
voted to the readings of the measure em- 
powering the Government to carry out the 
London Agreement and the Dawes legislation. 
On Thursday the fateful vote will be taken.

Mr. Comyn continued his address to the 
Court. He referred once more to the judge's 
charge to the jury and to the admission o 
alleged confession, which, he argued, shou 
not have been admitted in evidence. 

Dealing further with the judge’s charge to 
the jury, in which it was stated that the men 
had absconded after the robbery, counsel said 
that there was justification for such a state- 
ment, as it was proved that Flood and the 
Treanors had been arrested in their own 
homes. These men were found when looked 
for. 

Mr. Justice Sallivan said that he understood 
that the inspector of the Guards stated in his 
evidence that he went to” the house looking 
for the men, and that they were not there. 
Mr. Comyn said that he went but once to 
the house of the Treanors, and they were not 
there. 
Mr. Justice Sullivan asked if Mr. Comyn: 
was making the point that these people were 
always in their houses when sought for. In 
the evidence it was stated that Bernard 
Treanor was searched for for six weeks. 
Mr. Comyn said that his point was that it 
was stated to the jury that these men had all 
fled after the occurrence. The men were 
arrested in their own homes, while it was 
stated in the other court that the men could 
not be found when looked for. 

THE CONFESSION. 
With reference to the question of the al- 
leged inducement which procured the confes- 
sion, Mr. Comyn cited cases to prove that 
when an inducement by a person in authority 
was held out to a prisoner, any statement or 
confession made by such prisoner should not 
be admitted in evidence, In this particular 
case an officer said to one of the prisoners: 
“If you don’t tell who robbed the bank be- 
fore [2 o'clock we will plug you,” and “ Make 
an act of contrition,’ and ‘If you don’t tell, 
your pudding is cooked.” The prisoner was 
put in fear and terror of death when he made 
the alleged confession, and, consequently, it 
was not legally admissible in evidence. 
Mr. Justice FitzGibbon pointed out that in 
the cases cited by Mr. Comyn inducements 
were held out that the prisoners would be let 
off if they told the truth. 
Mr. Comyn said that that was so; but a 
threat was in the same position as an induce- 
ment. 
With reference to the confession, Mr, 
Comyn argued that no statement was taken 
down at all, and no caution was given. The 
whole thing took place in a state of turmoil 
and excitement, and the proceedings were not 
conducted in the calm atmosphere of a court 
of justice. He submitted that such evidence. 
should not be used in a prosecution like this, 
or sanctioned as the law by the Court. Mr. 
Justice O'Shaughnessy, he said, admitted the 
evidence, because, as he said, no threat had 
been used by Inspector McKenna. That, 
added pow ol | was why they were there now. 
Counsel did not say that Inspector McKenna 
asked questions, but he did say that Oap- 
tain McKenna—a different person—did ask 
questions before the alleged confession was 
made. 
The evidence tendered in the court below 
would have been received before a judge who 
took a true view of the law, and one who 
would have given proper value to the evi- 
dence. Instead ob that it was received 
before a judge who believed and stated that 
he only received it on consent, to keep the 
record right, to show his fairness, and so 
that nothing should be kept back, but who 
all the time believed that no matter what 
threats. or inducements had been held out to 
these accused sons it was wholly 
immaterial if Inspector McKenna did 
not use the threats, or if he was 
aware the threats were used. The 
threats that were alleged to have been used ' 
had been described by the judge as “ idle 
banter.’’ Counsel submitted that, even on 
the evidence of Captain McKenna alone, the 
evidence should not have been admitted, as 
the Court at which it was made was a mili- 
tary one. 
The Chief Justice asked was not the country 
in a state of war at the time, and were not 
its ordinary civ! forces unable to function’ 
Mr. Comyn said that that was so, but the 
uestion of the admissibility of such a con- 
ession as evidence was quite another matter. 
He objected to the general way in which his 
evidence had been received, curtailed and } 
discounted by the judge who had an 
erroneous view of the law at the time. He 
submitted that there had been a miscarriage 
of justice regarding the admission of that 
evidence and the manner in which it had 
been admitted. 
The Chief Justice said that Mr. Comyn’s 
two witnesses had been examined, and sone 
of their evidence had been excluded. 
Mr. Comyn said that such was the case, 
but witnesses’ evidence had been received 
with scorn, and described as ‘‘ all banter.”’

American mainland, and the discovery is all 
the more interesting in view of recent similar 
discoveries in Hawai.

HIRECT CATTLE TRADING, 


NEW CROSS-CHANNEL 
TRADING SCHEME, 


—_ 


Although they are as yet indefinite, 
there is little doubt that plans are being 
made for the sale of Irish cattle at cross- 
Channel centres on co-operative lines, In 
order to enable stock-breeders to secure an 
adequate proht, and incidentally to 
eliminate the expense of intermediaries, 
the organisers of the scheme intend to 
ship cargoes of Irish cattle to certain 
centres in Great Britain, on specified 
dates, by means of specially chartered 
boats and trains. 


The movement has been initiated by the 
Country Gentlemen's Association, a co-opera- 
tive trading organisation, which includes 


among its members many of the leading 
farmers in Ireland. Some of these are pro- 
minently identified with the Irish Farmers” 
Union, but there Is no ground for the state- 
ment that the Farmers’ Union is acting in 
conjunction with the Country Gentlemen’s 
Association in this scheme. 


An Jrish Times representative ascertained 
yesterday that, while the possibility of such 


a method of trading has heen discussed in cer- 
tain circles. it has not been brought before 
the Executive of the Irish Farmers’ Union. 


jt cannot. therefore, be said that the Irish 
Farmers’ Union, as a body, is behind the new 
scheme. The promoters hope that under this 
«heme ten ner cent. of the export trade will 
be dealt with, and if certain undoubted diffi. 
culties can he overcome, stockbreeders and 
feeders should reap the benefit. 

A leading cattle exporter, when interviewed 
on the subject by our representative vester- 
day, declared that it would not be possible 
to deal with more than a percentage of the 
Irish cattle trade by a scheme such'as that 
indicated In his opinion it would not be 
possible materially to curtail the expenses of 
transit and handling, as compared with 
existing arrangements. Personally, he had 
no knowledge of the scheme, but said that he 
would be interested in watching its develop- 
ment. As a means of providing an assured 
market for a proportion of Irish live stock it 
would be useful. 

No information about the proposal was 
available at the Free State Ministry of Agri- 
culture, to which a visit was recently paid 
by a deputation from the Country Gentle- 
men’s Association. Mr. T. H. Purchase, 
Secretarv of that bodv, stated that the atti- 
tude of the Ministry for Lands and: Agricul- 
ture and of the Ministry for Industry and 
Commerce has encouraged them to go on 
with their vreparations, but the scheme re- 
ceives no Government assistance. 

The initial sale, as stated already, . is 
announced for the 17th” of September, at 
Reading.

BUTLER REFUSES TO PART

There has been a remarkable sequel to Pro- 
fessor Bures’s death-bed announcement of his 
discovery of a method of eliminating sulphur 
from shale oil. 

When the professor's death became known 
several attempts were made on behalf of 
foreign interests to obtain the notes of a 
secret formula that was known to be in Pro- 
fessor Bures’s flat. : 

The first attempt was made by a foreigner 
who tried to induce the butler to let him 
see the papers by pretending that he had heen 
instructed to procure them by the professor’s 
executors. The butler, however, rang up the 
professor's solicitors, who instructed him to 
admit no one, and the papers were removed 
into safe custody. 

Three pressing offers then came from 
abroad, one being conveyed officially on be- 
half of a great PoweF by the Consul-General 
in London. At the last moment, however, 
Dr. Harboard, of Riley, Harboard and Law, 
intervened as an old friend of Professor Bures, 
and on behalf of British interests. 

After a conference the secret formula was 
handed over to Dr. Harboard, so that it thus 
remains in British hands.

NEW BRITISH ARMY BOMBER. 


At Brough Aerodrome, near Hull, yester- 
day afternoon, the ró co and most power- 
ful single-engined aeroplane in the world made 
its first flight. The weather was most. un.

At the end of the flight Lieutenant Paul

It is the property of the British 
Air Ministry, and is capable of carrying an 
aerial torpedo weighing 2,000 pounds, in addi- 
tion to bombs and machine-gun ammunition.
